Cop cams to 
track traffic in 
school zones 


Photo enforcement. 

Police will pick out 
infractions from footage 
of problem schools

Scott Millar likens the traffic 
he sees eveiy day to a clogged 
drain. 

As principal at Johnny 
Bright School in southwest 
Edmonton, Millar said the 
traffic congestion in front of 
the school has gotten so dan¬ 
gerous police are considering 
installing cameras to enforce 
the area. 

“ft only happens for 10 or 
15 minutes twice a day,” said 
Millar, “ft’s like a funnel that 
gets plugged up. There are so 
many vehicles, we are talk¬ 
ing hundreds of vehicles that 
are driving one or two kids to 
school.”

Const. Andre Paul of EPS’s 
Southwest Division is leading 
the charge behind the photo- 
assisted enforcement program. 

Starting this spring, officers 
will be on hand at schools, cap¬ 
turing footage of the day’s traf¬ 
fic, Paul explained. 

“For Johnny Bright, it’s a 
frustration because it’s a brand 
new school and they’ve put a 
lot of money into engineering 
it and having a drop-off area 
and it’s still having the same 
issues as a lot of the older 
schools,” Paul said. 

After collecting the footage, 
officers will then manually go 
through the tape to check for 
traffic infractions before tick¬ 
ets are mailed out to violators. 

“ft’s a lot of work, but 1 
think it’s going to be much 
more effective considering the 
number of violators we see in a 
compressed time period,” said 
Paul, adding right now police 
can’t keep up with the number 
of infractions happening near 
schools. 

“On a practicality stand¬ 
point for myself, or even a 
team of six members to go 
out (to schools), the number of 
tickets we would write in that 
time period, it’s just not going 
to have an impact over the long 
term,” Paul continued.

Animal cruelty 


Man pleads 
guilty in death of 
police dog 

Const. Matt Williamson 
used to tell his young 
children that he gave 
bad guys time outs in 
jail while their dog. 
Quanto, helped by bark¬ 
ing. 

But when the 
Edmonton police dog 
was stabbed to death 
last fall, Williamson’s 
six-year-old daughter 
started to ponder the 
real dangers of the work. 

Crying, she went to 
her dad one day with a 
question. 

‘“If Quanto’s job was 
to protect you from 
bad guys... is a bad 
guy going to kill you?’” 
Williamson recalled in a 
victim impact statement 
read in court. 

“She now never lets 
me leave for work with¬ 
out a hug.” 

The man who killed 
the dog, Paul Vulc- 
manich, pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to six charges, 
including animal cruelty 
and flight from police. 

Crown and defence 
lawyers both recom¬ 
mended he get 26 
months in jail. A judge is 
to sentence him Friday. 

In addition to jail, 
lawyers agreed Vuk- 
manich should be 
banned from owning a 
pet for at least 25 years 
and be prohibited from 
driving for five. He had 
previously received a 
lifetime ban from pos¬ 
sessing weapons. 

The Crown also asked 
Vukmanich be ordered 
to pay $40,000 to the 
police force to cover the 
cost of a new police dog 
and its training.

Amber Alert. Child 
taken after truck stolen 
with baby inside 


A Grande Prairie mother 
had the longest afternoon 
of her life Tuesday when 
her pick-up truck was stolen 
from her driveway with her 
seven-month-old daughter 
inside. 

The harrowing ordeal 
prompted an amber alert 
and a frantic search for the 
brown Dodge pick-up truck 
after it was stolen around 
12:30 Tuesday afternoon. 

Addison, a seven-month- 
old girl, was discovered 


shortly before 3 p.m. by a 
homeowner who noticed a 
car seat sitting on his front 
porch. 

The mother took to Face- 
book and in a post said that 
the young girl was “outside 
for up to 15 minutes so she 
looks cold but apparently is 
okay.” 

Police confirmed the 
baby had been left outside at 
a rural property just south of 
the city and she was taken to 
hospital as a precaution. 

The temperature was -24 
C with the windchill when 
the baby was taken. 

“It’s obviously very cold 
right now in Grande Prairie,” 
said Cpl. Roy Kennedy. “This 
could have turned out a lot

worse if that person hadn’t 
come out of their house.” 

After the young girl was 
found, police spotted the 


truck near a forestry mill 
south of the city and after a 
brief foot chase, along with 
help from a police helicop¬ 
ter they were able to arrest 
three suspects. 

Kennedy said he didn’t 
know if the person who 
found the girl was alerted 
by a doorbell or why they 
opened the door. 

“We’re very happy the 
child was located, but we’re 
still very much actively in¬ 
vestigating.” 

Kennedy said it appeared 
the truck was originally left 
running with the child in¬ 
side.

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Installation. Library 
looking to upgrade 
in-demand Wi-Fi system 


Edmonton Public Library 
users should be able to log 
in a lot more easily later this 
year thanks to an upgrade to 
the service’s Wi-Fi system. 

Pam Ryan, the library’s 
director of collections, said 
the system the libraiy in¬ 
stalled five years ago just isn’t 
up to modern-day demands. 

“It wasn’t designed to be 
ubiquitous access across the 
branches, but both staff and 
customers need that now,” 
she said. 

The library’s current sys¬ 
tem can’t handle the huge 
number of users that comes 
with Wi-Fi-enabled smart¬ 
phones since the signal 
doesn’t reach all corners of 
the library’s branches, said 
staff. 

Ryan said the new system 
should address most of those 
issues, and she hopes it will 
also help deal with future 
needs. The libraiy currently 
has a pilot project allowing 
the use of Google Chrome- 
books.

More than $100,000 in 
heroin and $12,000 in co¬ 
caine, along with $40,000 in 
U.S. and Canadian currency, 
were found at a south-side 
home in Edmonton Feb. 19, 


after members of Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response Teams 
(ALERT) executed four differ¬ 
ent search warrants. 

“We haven’t seen a lot of 
heroin in Edmonton for a 
long time,” said ALERT Insp. 
Darcy Strang. 

Still, Strang said the drugs 
of choice in the city are co¬ 
caine and meth, which ac¬ 
count for most of their nar¬ 
cotics seizures. 

“However, we do have a 
large pharmaceutical market 
out there,” Strang continued, 
adding opioid-based drugs 


like Oxycodone are changing, 
making them much more dif¬ 
ficult to abuse. 

Along with the drugs 
investigators seized three 
firearms, including a loaded 
sawed-off shotgun, a Gloclc 
handgun and a loaded Ruger 
handgun. 

Alexander Marjan, 22, 
and Ali Madagar, 22, face a 
combined five charges, while 
Simran Bedi, 22, faces nine 
charges, including possession 
for the purpose of trafficking 
and possession of a restricted 
weapon contraiy to order.

up. City to 
look at 
arms- 
length firm 

Worried the city might not 
be getting all the money it 
can from major property 
developments, city council 
has asked if it can’t get the 
private sector involved. 

Coun. Michael Oshiy put 
forward a motion Tuesday 
asking the city to explore 
creating a private arms- 
length agency or having the 
city partner with private 
developers on future projects 
like the Blatchford redevel¬ 
opment or development in 
Rossdale. 

Oshiy said there are a lot 
of good reasons to look at 
the option, but he is most 
worried the city isn’t getting 
the revenue it could. 

“My biggest concern is 
that we are leaving a lot of 
money on the table,” he said. 
“We put in a lot of money 
into land.” 

Oshiy said if the city did 
more than simply zone the 
land they would also be 
able to better determine the 
direction. 

Rick Preston, execu¬ 
tive director of the Urban 
Development Institute, said 
without any firm details 
it’s hard to know how the 
development industiy would 
respond, but it’s an idea 
worth exploring. 

“We are more than will¬ 
ing to sit down and have a 
discussion, absolutely no ifs 
ands or huts,” he said. 

Preston said the local 
development industiy is 
experienced and could likely 
offer a lot to the city. 

“The key thing there is 
to tap into the strength they 
have in the region.”

Islamic mihtants set fire to a 
locked dormitoiy at a school 
in northern Nigeria, then shot 
and slit the throats of students 
who tried to escape through 
windows during a pre-dawn 
attack Tuesday. At least 58 stu¬ 
dents were killed, including 
many who were burned ahve. 

They “slaughtered them 
like sheep” with machetes, 
and gunned down those who 
ran away, said one teacher, 
Adamu Garba. 

Soldiers guarding a check¬ 
point near the coed govern¬ 
ment school were mysteri¬ 
ously withdrawn hours before 
it was targeted by the mil¬ 
itants, said the spokesman for 


the governor of northeastern 
Yobe state. 

Female students were 
spared in the attack, said the 
spokesman, Abdullahi Bego, 
though girls and women have 
been abducted in the past by 
mihtants of the Boko Haram 
movement, whose name 
means “Western education is 
forbidden.” 

This time, the insurgents 
went to the female dormitor¬ 
ies and told the young women 
to go home, get married and 
abandon the Western educa¬ 
tion they said is anathema 
to Islam, Bego said. All of the 
dead were teenage boys or

Tensions soar in Crimea 
against Kyiv ‘bandits’ 


‘Russia, save us!’ 

Protesters in the 
pro-Russian region of 
Crimea aren’t ready 
for the change in 
Ukraine’s government 


Dozens of pro-Russian pro¬ 
testers rallied Tuesday in the 
Ukrainian peninsula of Cri¬ 
mea against “the bandits” in 
Kyiv who are trying to form 
a new government — with 
some even speaking of seces¬ 
sion. A lawmaker from Rus¬ 
sia stoked their passions fur¬ 
ther by promising them that 
Russia will protect them. 

As a Russian flag flew 


Tuesday in front of the city 
council building in Sevasto¬ 
pol — a key Crimean port 
where Russia’s Black Sea 
Fleet is based — an armoured 
Russian personnel carrier 
and two trucks full of troops 
made a rare appearance on 
the streets of the city. 

The Crimean Peninsula — 
a pro-Russian region about 
the size of Massachusetts or 
Belgium — is a tinder pot in 
the making. 

Protesters had torn down 
the Ukrainian flag a day ago, 
pleading with Moscow to 
protect them from the new 
authorities in Ukraine who 
have forced President Viktor 
Yanukovych to flee Kyiv, the 
capital, and go into hiding. 

“Bandits have come to 


power,” said Vyacheslav To¬ 
karev, a 39-year-old construc¬ 
tion worker in Sevastopol. 
“I’m ready to take arms to 
fight the fascists who have 
seized power in Kyiv.” 

Yanukovych’s where¬ 
abouts are unknown but he 
was last reportedly seen in 
Crimea. Law enforcement 
agencies have issued an ar¬ 
rest warrant for Yanukovych 
over the killing of 82 people, 
mainly protesters, last week 
in the bloodiest violence in 
Ukraine’s post-Soviet his¬ 
tory. 

Chanting “Russia, save 
us!” the protesters gathered 
for a third day before admin¬ 
istrative buildings in Sevas¬ 
topol and in other Crimean

California couple find 
rare coins worth $10M 
in their own backyard 


Most profitable dog 
walk. Quiet couple's 
buried treasure could 
be the largest such 
discovery in U.S. history 


A California couple out walk¬ 
ing their dog stumbled across 
a modern-day bonanza: $10 
million in rare, mint-condi¬ 
tion gold coins buried in the 
shadow of an old tree. 

Nearly all of the 1,427 
coins, dating from 1847 to 
1894, are in uncirculated, 
mint condition, said David 
Hall, co-founder of Profes¬ 
sional Coin Grading Service 
of Santa Ana, which recently 
authenticated them. 

Although the face value 
of the gold pieces only adds 
up to about $27,000, some 
of them are so rare that coin 
experts say they could fetch 



nearly $1 million apiece. 

“I don’t like to say once- 
in-a-lifetime for anything, 
but you don’t get an oppor¬ 
tunity to handle this kind 
of material, a treasure like 
this, ever,” said veteran nu¬ 


mismatist Don Kagin, who 
is representing the finders. 
“It’s like they found the pot 
of gold at the end of the 
rainbow.” 

Kagin would say little 
about the couple other than 
that they are husband and 
wife, are middle-aged and 
have lived for several years 
on the rural property where 
the coins were found. They 
have no idea who put them 
there, he said. 

The pair are choosing to 
remain anonymous, Kagin 
said, in part to avoid a re¬ 
newed gold rush to their 
property by modern-day 
prospectors armed with 
metal detectors. 

They plan to put most of 
the coins up for sale through 
Amazon while holding onto 
a few keepsakes. They’ll use 
the money to pay off bills 
and quietly donate to local 
charities, Kagin said.

One of the world’s largest 
bitcoin exchanges has seem¬ 
ingly disappeared, delivering 
a severe blow to the virtual 
currency as it struggles to gain 
legitimacy. 

A coalition of virtual cur¬ 
rency companies said Tues¬ 
day that Tokyo-based Mt. Gox 
went under after secretly rack¬ 
ing up catastrophic losses. 

Mt. Gox’s website was re¬ 
turning a blank page Tuesday. 
The disappearance of the site 
follows the resignation Sun¬ 
day of Mt. Gox CEO Mark Kar- 
peles from the board of the 
Bitcoin Foundation, a group 
seeking legitimacy for the 
exotic new form of money. 
The exchange had imposed 
a ban on withdrawals earlier 
this month. 

Prominent supporters 
of Bitcoin — including San 
Francisco-based wallet service 
Coinbase and Chinese ex¬ 
change BTC China — sought 
to shore up confidence in the 
currency by saying Mt. Gox’s 
collapse was an isolated case 
of mismanagement. They said 
it had abused users’ trust, but 
did not offer details. 

“As with any new industiy, 
there are certain bad actors 
that need to be weeded out, 
and that is what we are seeing 
today,” the statement said.

Since its creation in 2009, 
Bitcoin has become popular 
among tech enthusiasts, lib¬ 
ertarians and adventurous 
investors because it allows 
people to make one-to-one 
transactions, buy goods and 
services and exchange money 


across borders without involv¬ 
ing banks, credit card issuers 
or other third parties. Crimin¬ 
als like Bitcoin for the same 
reasons. 

For various technical rea¬ 
sons, it’s hard to know just 
how many people around the 


world own bitcoins, but the 
currency has attracted out¬ 
size media attention and the 
fascination of millions as an 
increasing number of large re¬ 
tailers such as Overstock.com 
begin to accept it. Speculative 
investors have jumped into 
the Bitcoin fray, too, sending 
the currency’s value fluctuat¬ 
ing wildly in recent months. 
In December, the value of a 
single bitcoin hit an all-time 
high of $1,200 US. In the after¬ 
math of the Mt. Gox collapse 
Tuesday, one bitcoin stood at 
around $470 US.

Non-Stop man of action 


Fighting Irish. Actor

Much of the fun of 2008’s 
Taken was watching beloved 
thespian Liam Neeson go all 
Chuck Norris in a dirty little 
Euro trash thriller. 

In the action-adventure 
movie, Neeson played a 
former “preventer” for the 
U.S. government. A special¬ 
ist in black ops, he was an 
undercover agent who con¬ 
tained volatile situations 
before they got out of con¬ 
trol. Retired, he lived in Los 
Angeles near his estranged 
17-year-old daughter Kim 
(Maggie Grace). When she is 
kidnapped by a child slavery 
ring, he has only 96 hours 
to use his particular set of 
skills to get her back. His 
rescue mission takes him on 
a wild rampage through the 
soft underbelly of Paris. “I’ll 
tear down the Eiffel Tower if 
I have to,” he says. 

It’s a down-and-dirty little 
flick, classed up somewhat 
by the presence of Neeson in 
the lead role and it became 
an unexpected lightening-in- 
a-bottle hit. It also redefined 
Neeson’s recent career. 

At an age when many ac¬ 
tors are staring down the 
barrel of character parts 
and cameos, the 61-year-old

has made an unlikely U-turn 
into action movies. “I was a 
tiny bit embarrassed by it,” 
he says of Taken, “but then 
people started sending me 
action scripts.” 

His latest actioner is Non- 
Stop, a high-flying thriller 
that takes place on an inter¬ 


national crossing from New 
York to London. Neeson is 
an air marshal who must 
prevent a crazed killer from 
murdering passengers in 
flight. 

Taken and Taken 2 (which 
were essentially the same 
movie) worked not just be¬ 


cause the action sequences 
were out of control, but be¬ 
cause audiences had some 
empathy for Neeson’s char¬ 
acter as he kicked butt across 
Europe. It was a personal 
mission: He was tiying to get 
his daughter back. 

Action movies like Wrath 
of the Titans, The Grey and 
Unknown may not burnish 
Neeson’s rep as a great ac¬ 
tor, but when asked why he 
keeps making these kinds of 
movies, he has a solid rea¬ 
son: “Because they’re dumb 
enough to offer them to me!”

Odd movies out rise to Oscar bait 


Hollywood irony. 

It's not blockbusters 
but film rarities vying 
for Tinseltown gold 


This year’s Academy Awards 
nominees reflect a Hollywood 
truism: The margin between 
the dust bin and the Oscar red 
carpet is often razor thin. 

The development process 
of any film can be lengthy and 
arduous, full of challenges in 
obtaining financing or a studio 
executive’s stamp of approval. 
The biggest obstacle on the 
road to the Academy Awards is, 
for many films, simply getting 
a green light. 

That’s especially true nowa¬ 
days, when studios have pulled 
back on their output and turned 
their focus almost exclusively 
to blockbusters. It makes for 
an annual Oscar irony: When 
Hollywood gathers to celebrate 
itself at the Academy Awards, it 
fetes not its standard business, 
but its oddities, its rarities, its 
freaks that somehow managed 
to squeeze through the cracks. 

The Wolf of Wall Street, 
for example, might seem like 
a no-brainer: Martin Scorsese, 
Leonardo DiCaprio, loads of 
sex and drugs. But even The 
Wolf, nominated for five Os¬ 
cars including best picture, 
came veiy close to never get¬ 
ting made. After developing 
the film, Warner Bros, dropped 
it in 2008. Scorsese would later 
lament having “wasted about 
five months of my life” waiting 
for the Warner Bros.’ OK that 
never came. 

It wasn’t until years later 
(and after other directors 
were considered) 
that the project 
came togeth¬ 
er, with in¬ 
depend¬ 
ent film 
com¬ 
pany 



Red Granite Pictures financing 
the film’s $100 million budget, 
and Paramount Pictures distrib¬ 
uting. 

The bet paid off not only in 
accolades, but at the box office. 
The Wolf of Wall Street has 
made more than $335 million 
worldwide. 

The case of Dallas Buyers 
Club (six nominations, includ¬ 
ing best picture) is even more 
remarkable. A film that’s now 
counted among the nine best 
of the year by the Academy 
took nearly two decades to 
get made. Co-producer and co- 
screenwriter Craig Borten 
first sold the script in 
1996 after meeting 
and interviewing 
RonWoodroof, 
a Texan 



who combated AIDS with drugs 
smuggled from other countries. 

At one time, Woody Har- 
relson was attached to star 
with Dennis Hopper directing. 
Later, after the script was sold 
to Universal Pictures, Brad Pitt 
was lined up to play Woodroof, 
with Marc Forster directing. An¬ 
other iteration brought in Ryan 
Gosling and director Craig Gil¬ 
lespie. 

It was only revived with 
Matthew McConaughey (the 
best actor front-runner) and dir¬ 
ector Jean-Marc Vallee after the 
rights to the screenplay went 
dormant 
and 


Borten and co-producer Melisa 
Wallaclc were able to buy them 
back. And still, just weeks be¬ 
fore filming began, investors 
pulled their money. 

The breach was filled partly 
because McConaughey gave it 
an air of inevitability. He had 
already begun losing weight for 
the role and discussed it on TV 
talk shows. 

Made for just $5 million 
and shot in 25 days, Dallas Buy¬ 
ers Club finally got made, long 
after AIDS dwindled from the 
headlines. Specialty division 
Focus Features acquired the 
film, which has made $30.5 
million worldwide. 

Several of the Os¬ 
car nominees have

relied on a single person to 
change their fate. When 12 
Years a Slave director Steve 
McQueen accepted the Golden 
Globe award for best drama, 
he thanked producer Brad Pitt: 
“Without you, this film would 
have never got made.” 

Similar kudos have gone 
to the young producer Megan 
Ellison, whose Annapurna 
Pictures bankrolled two best- 
picture nominees: David O. 
Russell’s American Hustle 
(jointly with Sony Pictures) and 
Spike Jonze’s Her (released by 
Warner Bros.). The 28-year-old 
Ellison, daughter of billionaire 
Lany Ellison, has been roundly 
hailed for backing the kind of 
edgy, auteur-oriented films that 
are struggling to find financing. 
(In recent years, she’s pro¬ 
duced Zero Dark Thirty, 
The Master and True 
Grit.) 

But such deep- 
pocketed, direc¬ 
tor-friendly fi¬ 
nanciers are few, 
and the route 
is exceptionally 
narrow for the

kind of prestigious pictures 
honoured at the Oscars. 

With Nebraska (nominated 
for six Oscars, including best 
picture), filmmaker Alexander 
Payne managed a seemingly 
impossible feat: Getting a stu¬ 
dio (Paramount) to produce 
a black-and-white film. But it 
took lengthy negotiations, and 
had to survive a series of film 
division closings. Nebraska was 
first with Paramount Classics, 
then Paramount Vantage, and 
finally ended up with Para¬ 
mount Pictures. 

The domino-effect journey 
of Nebraska reflects a larger 
shift in the industry. Particular¬ 
ly over the last decade, studios 
have moved away from smaller- 
and medium-sized dramas to 
concentrate resources on block¬ 
busters and genre releases that 
can earn hundreds of millions 
globally. 

Payne’s mantra is advocat¬ 
ing for the $20-25 million adult 
comedy or drama. Instead of 
always swinging for the fences, 
he believes in the more reliable 
double. 

In the current climate, the 
handful of ambitious, adult- 
oriented films that do get pro¬ 
duced are almost exclusively 
appraised through the prism 
of Hollywood’s awards season. 
The strange effect is that these 
few films that have clawed 
their way onto screens are 
then set against each other for 
months of Oscar wrangling.

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Beck’s new album not just a Morning Phase 


Re-forming old band for right musical fit 


Redemption. Record 
infused with hard-won 
light Beck found amid 
darkness of recovery

Beck Hansen really doesn’t be¬ 
lieve a musician has the right 
to complain. It’s something of 
an occupational requirement. 

“Nobody wants to hear 
it,” he says. “That’s not what 
we’re here for. We’re here to 
play music and have a good 
time.” 

So it may come as a sur¬ 
prise to many fans that Han¬ 
sen suffered a spinal injuiy 
that kept him from making 
music in the usual ways for a 
significant portion of the last 
decade. He doesn’t talk about 
it a lot and certainly doesn’t 
want to dwell. He found other 
ways to create as a producer 
and songwriter during this 
period, but he will admit he 


feels a great sense of release 
now that he’s putting out Mor¬ 
ning Phase, just the second 
album he’s completed and re¬ 
leased in the last 10 years. 

“I was just waiting until I 
felt like I was able to do what 
I used to do,” the 43-year-old 
Hansen said. “It was a difficult 
experience, but in any kind of 
difficulty there are positives. 
And I think that’s particularly 
what the record is about: How 
to come out of some sort of 
travail and difficulty and find 
some sense of light again and 
life continuing. Once you’ve 
seen some things that are 
darker and you know that 
darkness is there, how do 
you embrace the other side of 
life?” 

Beck’s embracing it with a 
period of great creativity and 
will soon return to the studio 
to record a second album he 
plans to release later this year.

• Morning Phase really 
began in 2008 when Beck 
came to Nashville to record 
country-flavoured songs 
that he ended up shelving 
because he didn't feel 
the tone was correct at 
the time.

There are plenty of 
destinations to 
choose from in the 
warm southern seas 
— here’s a rundown of 
some of the best

It’s still high season in the 
Caribbean. And high time you 
ventured south for a bit of sun 
and sand. But where to go? 
There’s a Caribbean island for 
eveiy kind of traveller, and the 
choices can be overwhelming. 
So here’s a look at a few per¬ 
sonal favourites that might fit 
your style. 

For the swimmer-diver: 

There’s awesome swimming 
to be found off the coast of Ne- 
gril, Jamaica. Down at Rick’s 
Cafe, you can watch hugely tal¬ 
ented local kids do wild, som¬ 
ersaulting dives off rocky cliffs 
into impossibly blue water. You 
can’t get quite as high as they 
do, but there are places near the 
bar where you can do a perfect 
cannonball — or, more likely, 
a face plant — yourself. Small 
boats out of Negril often weigh 
anchor just offshore, allowing 
patrons to swim in some of 
the prettiest water the world 
has to offer. Alternative: Check 
out the cool bars and the swim 




scene at Orient Beach on St. 
Martin. It’s clothing optional. 
But, like many places, some of 
the folks who doff their clothes 
are people who really should 
stay perched at the bar. In long 
pants. And a hoodie. 

For the snorkel, scuba fan: 

The U.S. Virgin Islands doesn’t 
get the same attention from 
Canadians as some parts of 
the Caribbean. But there are 
glorious beaches to be found 
and wonderful water sports. 
At Trunk Bay on quiet St. John, 
which might be the prettiest 
beach on the planet, you can 


swim near offshore islands 
and follow an underwater trail. 
There’s a similar trail near Buck 
Island, a short boat ride off St. 
Croix, where you’ll also find a 
glistening white sand beach 
and hardly any people. Alterna¬ 
tive: St. Lucia’s Sugar Beach, 
nestled between the two giant 
rock pillars known as the Pi- 
tons, has one of the finest reefs 
in the Caribbean. 

For the luxury lover: 

Sandy Lane on the west coast 
of Barbados is a stunner. There 
are ffee-form pools, private vil¬ 
las, one of the Caribbean’s top 


spas and sumptuous dining on 
offer. This area also is home to 
the wonderful Green Monkey 
golf course. Tiger Woods mar¬ 
ried Elin Nordegren here, not 
that that ended so well. Alterna¬ 
tive: Amanyara is a quiet spot 
on a lovely stretch of sand in 
the Turks and Caicos, far from 
the crowds of Provo. Fabulous 
Asian-inspired food. 

For the drinker: 

What, you thought we forgot 
about bar hopping? One of the 
most famous imbibing spots on 
the planet is at Shirley Heights 
Lookout in Antigua, where they 


do a Sunday night extravaganza 
with plenty of cold beer, barbe¬ 
cue chicken and live music. 
Great sunsets and parties that 
last long into the night. It’s also 
a stunning spot during daylight 
hours, with spectacular views 
of the island’s green hills and 
perfect blue waters and boats 
bobbing in the bays below. Pos¬ 
sibly the best vista in the Carib¬ 
bean. Alternative: Sunshine’s is 
a colourful, seaside bar on the 
west coast of Nevis, part of St. 
Kitts and Nevis. Try the local 
cocktail, the Killer Bee, and 
look for the photo of Wayne 
Gretzky.

“Greatness isn’t about 
achievements.

The book introduces seven 
qualities eveiy person needs to 
reach his or her full potential, 
including passion, confidence, 
stability and focus, with tips on 
how to develop each quality. 
Birk explains how football is a 
great foundation for developing 
these traits and includes inter¬ 
views with several superstar 
NFL players who embody them. 

“One thing that surprised 
me right away about the NFL 
was how great men were in the 
NFL; not great players, but great 
men,” Birk says. “We didn’t tell 
these guys what we would be 
asking them for the book, and 
when we asked (Green Bay 
Packer quarterback) Aaron 
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Rodgers about character, with¬ 
out batting an eyelash he said,

With the Sochi Olympics in 
our rear-view mirror, atten¬ 
tion returns to the NHL and, 
especially, its trade deadline 
that is creeping up on March 
5. For the Oilers, that means 
more rumours around Sam 
Gagner, Nail Yakupov, Ales 
Hemsky and a whole lot of 
crackpot ideas around Jordan 
Eberle, Taylor Hall or Ryan 
Nugent-Hopkins. 

But let’s do eveiyone a 
favour and disregard those 
last three, shall we? 

The last thing the Oilers 
need to do is trade away one 
of their coveted front-line 
players. This is still a team in 
development and while they 
were supposed to be better 
than the bottom-of-the-barrel 
slot they find themselves in 
once again, the roster is still a 
work in progress that a knee- 
jerk reaction could destroy. 

Eveiyone knows what 
Edmonton’s needs are — 
defence and goaltending. And 
they don’t need to trade one 
of their crown jewels to get 
some kind of upgrade at each, 
if they choose. 

The goaltending market 
has been weak on returns 
for years dating back long 
before the 2004-05 lost 
season, which might actually 
discourage the Buffalo Sabres 
from moving Ryan Miller. The 
Oilers currently have pending 
UFA Ben Scrivens, but for the 
low price of a mid-round pick 
or two and a middling pros¬ 
pect, could take a stab at ac¬

quiring a younger, unproven 
goalie with potential to be 
a long-term fix. Remember, 
Ottawa once acquired Ben 
Bishop for a second-round 
pick, before trading him for 
Cory Conacher and a fourth- 
round pick. There are plenty 
of examples like that one. 

Where acquiring a needed 
roster asset may get pricey for 
Edmonton is on the blue-line, 
where a stalwart defence- 
minded player in his prime 
is desperately needed. There 


are fewer examples of these 
types of players being traded 
because they are so valuable 
to the teams that own them. 
Last year’s Jay Bouwmeester 
trade comes the closest. The 
Blues gave up Mark Cundari, 
Reto Berra and first- and 
fourth-round picks to acquire 
the Canadian Olympian, who 
was a pending UFA at the 
time. 

Edmonton would be wise 
to keep their first-round pick 
out of any deal, since it can be 


used to acquire another high- 
end talent — perhaps even 
defenceman Aaron Elcblad 
this time. But here’s where 
Gagner, Hemsky and a bevy of 
prospects not named Darnell 
Nurse can come in. Those are 
the trade chips Edmonton can 
use to tiy and get a top-pair 
blue-liner to make a differ¬ 
ence. 

Upgrades in goal and on 
defence are needed in Edmon¬ 
ton before the roster takes a 
major step forward. But in the 
big picture, this team is still in 
the early stages of its develop¬ 
ment and caution is necessaiy 
when dealing with the core. 

This year was supposed 
to be better — but the poor 
showing is no reason to go off 
the deep end.

Compact sedans appeal to a buy¬ 
er’s practical nature. But in the 
WRX’s case, the appeal includes 
a lively powerplant, four-season 
driving competency plus sporty 
suspension and steering com¬ 
ponents that effectively manage 
the snakiest of paved and un¬ 
paved roadways. 

Subaru has made a name 
for itself providing all-wheel- 
drive family transportation, 
but that’s just part of the story. 
Its more competitive side in¬ 
cludes the rear-wheel drive BRZ 
sports car and a couple of turbo¬ 
charged WRX-branded models 
with rally-racing pedigrees that 
makes performance fans sali¬ 
vate. 

The 2015 WRX that arrives 
this spring receives the all-new 
treatment, but in the process 
sheds its hatchback option. 
That’s a bit surprising since 


hot hatches are seemingly all 
the rage, but since its major 
competitor, the Mitsubishi Evo¬ 
lution, is strictly sedan-only, 
Subaru appears to have con¬ 
cluded that a matching sedan is 
the way to fly. 

The WRX has also jettisoned 
its Impreza tie-in. Henceforth 
the WRX and the more potent 
WRX STl offshoot that arrives 
in updated form later this year 
will be treated as stand-alone 
models. While not as eyecatch¬ 
ing as the WRX Concept that 
was revealed at the 2013 New 
York Auto Show, the production 
version adopts the cleaner lines 
of the Impreza, especially from 
the windshield forward. 

Overall, the WRX gains an 
inch between the front and rear 
wheels and rear-seat legroom is 
up by two inches. Additionally, 
wider-opening rear doors allow 
easier access to the split-folding 
rear seat, while trunk space has 
been modestly increased. 

Subaru has done a great job 
with the WRX’s interior accom¬ 
modations. There’s a meaty 
flat-bottom tilt and telescopic 
steering wheel that fronts dual 
gauge pods. They’re separated 
by a small display screen with 
gear selection, oil and washer-

fluid indicators. A larger dash- 
mounted screen is linked to the 
standard backup camera and 
displays turbocharger boost 
and traction and climate con¬ 
trol info. 

It’s connected to a new six- 
speed manual transmission 
(a replacement for the previ¬ 
ous five-speed gearbox), while 
a continuously variable unit 
(CVT) with paddle shifters is 
available. This option might 
surprise WRX fans, but the 
real surprise is how it mimics 
a traditional multi-speed auto¬ 
matic. The CVT has six built-in 
steps when the driver switches 
to either Intelligent or Sport

mode from a steering-wheel- 
mounted switch. There are 
eight ratios when the Sport 
Sharp mode is selected. 

The WRX’s chassis is now 41 
per cent stiflfer, with front and 
rear springs and a front anti¬ 
roll bar that have been similar¬ 
ly beefed-up. Larger-diameter 
front disc brakes also provide 
greater stopping power. The 
standard all-wheel-drive has a 
torque split of 50:50, front to 
rear, for manual-transmission 
cars and a 45:55 for CVT ver¬ 
sions. Depending on traction, 
up to 100 per cent of the power 
can be directed to either axle.

of $34,500, the WRX comes 
with lots of gear, but moving 
up to the Sport Package adds 
a sunroof, trunk spoiler, LED 
headlights and an eight-way 
power driver’s seat. The loaded 
WRX Sport-tech Package in¬ 
cludes all of the above content 
plus keyless push-button start, 
touch-screen navigation and a 
440-watt Hannon Kardon au¬ 
dio system. 

The more sophisticated 
WRX continues on its path of 
refinement, backed by enough 
power and agility to keep all 
aboard amused and secure.

The CR-V was Honda’s 
top-selling entry into the 
compact crossover seg¬ 
ment occupied by Toyota, 
Mazda, Nissan, Ford and 
others. With four-cylin¬ 
der power on all models, 
a reputation for reliable 
and fuel-efficient perform¬ 
ance and plenty of flexible 
utility, it was a machine 
that connected well with 
Canadian families. Look 
for the five-seat cross¬ 
over with features like 
heated leather, a sunroof, 
navigation, Bluetooth, 
automatic climate 

control and available real¬ 
time four-wheel drive. A 
five-speed automatic was 
included on all models. 
Shopping used? Note that 
CR-V’s naming convention 
saw lower-end models 
wearing the ‘LX’ badge, 
while EX, EX-L and EX-L 
Navi models filled the 
range. 


Common issues 


Many owners taking to online 
forums have complained 
about the durability of the 
CR-V’s factory tires. Make 
double sure the tires on the 
model you’re considering 
aren’t about to require an 
expensive replacement. Have 
a mechanic inspect the CR-V’s 
brakes as well, ensuring they 
have plenty of life left. While 
the vehicle is in the air, said 
mechanic can also check the 
underside for signs of dam¬ 
age or fluid leakage. Some 
owners have complained 
of oil consumption. Some 
amount is considered normal 
on virtually eveiy vehicle 
— though test-drivers are 
advised to check the CR-V’s 
oil level and condition, and 
ensure the seller was fond 
of frequent, high-quality oil 
changes. Ensure the CR-V 
you’re considering tracks 
straight and smooth down 
the road, and question any 
‘pulling’ or vibration felt 
through the steering, which 
could be evidence of a front- 
end steering or suspension 
issue. Triple check for proper 
operation of the locks and 
door handles on all doors, and 
the hatchback as well. Also, 
note that the air conditioning 
system should blow ice-cold 
air almost instantly after it’s 
engaged. If that’s not the case, 
a bad AC compressor may be 
to blame. A light, metallic 
rattle coming from beneath 
the vehicle may be caused by 
a rusty or loose catalytic con¬ 
verter heat shield, which some 
owners simply remove to stop 
the noise. Ensure all fluid 
changes are up to date, and 
note that a ‘whining’ noise 
during steering at low speeds 
could be caused by a worn-out 
power steering pump, or low 
power steering fluid level.

You can really build just about anything 
using Lego pieces, as proven by Slovenia- 
based LPEpower. The company specializes 
in making fully assembled working scale- 
models of various engines, including the 
V8 shown here. It’s apparently patterned 
after a Ford Mustang engine and will rev 
up to 2,200 rpm using compressed air to 
activate the 31 moving parts, including 
pistons, crankshaft, balance shaft and 
valves. The engine weighs about a third 
of a kilogram and is about 10x12x12 
centimetres tall.

A dean oil change 

You can save 
money by 
changing 
your own oil, 
but crawling 
underneath 
your car to 
do it can be 
a hassle and, 
of course, 
messy. A 
much simpler 
and cleaner 
method is to 
purchase an Oil Extractor from Bavarian 
Autosport. The company’s system works by 
inserting the extraction hose down the dip¬ 
stick tube (after first removing the dipstick, 
of course) and manually pumping out the 
contents of the engine’s crankcase into the 
attached seven-litre tank (note that you’ll 
need to first install a fresh oil filter before 
starting the extraction process). Then you 
refill the engine with clean oil. It doesn’t get 
much easier than that and no more trips to 
the dealer or quick-oil-change centre. The 
Oil Extractor sells for $90 US and is available 
from bavauto.com. 


Power from above 

The Chamberlain Garage Power Sta¬ 
tion is a combination of 100-pounds- 
per-square-inch air hose, 100-watt LED 
trouble light and 120-volt plug-in power 
source that you attach to the ceiling 
of your garage. The Power Center unit 
also comes with a built-in hook and an 
eight-metre retractable cord that you can 
set to any length so it’s always close at 
hand and will reach just about anywhere 
on your vehicle. The Home Depot sells 
the Power Station for $140 in Canada, or 
you can order directly from the company 
online at chamberlain.com. 



What’s the charge? 



According to CTEK Power Inc., 70 per 
cent of all car batteries that are returned 
under warranty have been improperly 
maintained. But aren’t batteries main¬ 
tenance-free? Not exactly, and sitting for 
long periods can be the kiss of death. 

So, by attaching one of the company’s 
battery chargers, you’ll get an instant 
readout as to your batteiy’s condition. 
The three light-emitting diode (LED) 
lights on the panel glow either green 
for fully charged, yellow for a partial or 
low charge, or red to indicate the bat¬ 
tery needs charging right away.

You’ve probably heard some¬ 
one say, “They don’t make 
’em like that anymore,” when 
comparing old cars to new 
ones. But while cars certainly 
have changed, that’s not real¬ 
ly a bad thing. 

“You can be nostalgic, 
but there were all sorts of 
compromises,” says Richard 
Pickering, retired producer 
of the Signature Classics Col¬ 
lection at the Canadian Inter¬ 
national Auto Show in Toron¬ 
to. “Eveiything today, for all 
practical purposes, is better 
than it was back then.” 

The automobile’s progress 
has always been an evolu¬ 
tion, from cars that initially 
had to be cranked to start, 
to engines today that fire up 
almost instantly, thanks to 
computerized ignitions and 
fuel injection. Improvements

• Short warranties. While 
some vehicles have a war¬ 
ranty for as long as five 
years or 100,000 km today, a 
typical 1940 s warranty lasted 
only 90 days or 6,500 km.

in cooling systems have all 
but eliminated the overheat¬ 
ed vehicles on the side of the 
road that used to be the norm 
in hot weather, while flat 
tires have become relatively 
rare due to better construc¬ 
tion and rubber compounds. 

Engines have also become 
far more efficient. In 1958, 
the first year of the Chevrolet 
Impala, you could order one 
with a 8-cylinder engine that 
made 250 horsepower, with 
fuel consumption of about 23 
litres per 100 kilometres. A 
2014 Impala gets 305 hp out 



of its V6 engine, and it’s rated 
at 9.21/100 km. The new mod¬ 
el also steers and handles bet¬ 
ter, has far better brakes, and 
considerably less body flex. 

However, it’s also pricier: 
when the 1958’s price is 
converted to 2014 dollars, 
the new Impala costs about 
$12,000 more. Perhaps the 
biggest change over the years 
has been in safety. 

“Most people didn’t 


have seatbelts, let alone use 
them,” Pickering says. “You 
just had a bit of padding on 
the dash, a deep-dish steer¬ 
ing wheel, and a collapsible 
steering column to keep it 
from being a spear.” 

In addition to anti-lock 
brakes, stability control and 
airbags, newer cars also have 
crumple zones, introduced 
by Mercedes-Benz in 1959. 
Some people complain that 


new cars fold up in a colli¬ 
sion, unlike older cars that 
stay rigid, but it’s a design 
that has helped to consist¬ 
ently lower the crash fatality 
rate, even though there are 
more cars on the road. 

As a modern car’s body 
progressively crumples, it ab¬ 
sorbs and dissipates the crash 
energy. In older vehicles, the 
rigid body transferred that 
force to the occupants, slam¬ 


ming them into the interior 
components. 

Old cars had a certain 
style, although the annual 
design changes on Amer¬ 
ican cars meant there wasn’t 
always time to get the 
fit-and-finish right. “The ex¬ 
cessive use of chrome, the 
tail fins, catches our eyes 
today,” Pickering says. “But 
what do I drive every day? It 
isn’t a vintage car.”

Not much motorcycling go¬ 
ing on Canadian roads this 
winter, unless you’re one of 
those hardy souls who ride 
year-round with no sense in 
your head and lots of long 
underwear swaddling your 
nether regions. 

But there is lots of 
motorcycle action to be 
had indoors, such as in The 
Motorcycle Show (operated 
by Power Sport Services) 
crossing the country this 
winter. 

This past weekend the 
show touched down at To¬ 
ronto’s Direct Energy Cen¬ 
tre, a newish venue, bigger 
and better than in previous 
bike shows, even though 
the hot dogs and pizza 
slices still cost eight bucks 
or so. 

I love motorcycle shows 
almost more than auto¬ 
motive shows, mostly be¬ 
cause of this fact: cars have 
adjustable seats and steer¬ 
ing wheels and motorcycles 
don’t. 

Consequently, motor¬ 
cycles have to fit your body 
type and your preferred 
riding position before you 
could even consider any¬ 
thing else about it ... And 
the only way to determine 
a good fit is to throw a leg 
over the bike and sit on it. 
A motorcycle show lets you 
do that over and over again, 
even if you’re not in the 
market for anything and 
just doing it for curiosity 
sake. 

Way more entertaining 
than trying on jeans for ex¬ 
ample, and also less claus¬ 
trophobic. 

Of course there are 
always bikes on a show 
floor you can’t sit on, be¬ 
cause they’re super special 
in some way, and the To¬ 
ronto show had two such 
knockouts: the Triumph 
Streamliner called the Cas- 
trol Rocket and the cen¬ 
tury-old Indian Boardtraclc 
Racer. 


The Castrol Rocket is 
built to break the world 
land-speed record for 
motorcycles, currently set 
at 605 kilometres per hour. 
The goal of the Castrol 
Rocket is 643 km/h. 

The 25-foot long “motor¬ 
cycle” has Carbon Kevlar 
monocoque construction, 
and two turbocharged 
Triumph Rocket III engines 
running on methanol, for 
about 1,000 horsepower, 
give or take. 

Even though quite a few 
motorcycles have been de¬ 
signed since 1913, many 
feel the Indian Boardtraclc 
factory racer, circa 1913, to 
be one of the most beauti¬ 
ful and purist motorcycle 
designs ever conceived. 

I guess it helps when you 
don’t have to put a lot of 
extraneous features on the 
bike, like rear suspension, a 
starter, lights ... and brakes! 
These bikes really only have 
two controls, a spark ad¬ 
vance and a kill switch. 


These bikes are rare and 
incredibly valuable, but 
this particular one is even 
cooler, because it is an 
original, in unrestored 
condition and believed to 
be actually raced in Toronto 
back in the day, by legend¬ 
ary Canadian motorcycle 
board track and flat track 
racer, Harold Cole. 

So the Castrol Rocket was 
the fastest bike at the show 
and the Indian was the old¬ 
est. Let’s look at a couple of 
other categories you might 
be wondering about... 

Frilliest? Probably the 
2014 Indian Chief, by vir¬ 
tue of its totally vintage and 
outlandish leather-fringed 
side bags. 

Most Frugal? Prob¬ 
ably the new 2014 Honda 
Grom. Not only is it small, 
but the 125-cc powered 
bike is also a category 
buster. What is it? Big mini 
bike? Small motorcycle? 
Medium weight lifting 
equipment?

There’s a marketing philoso¬ 
phy that if you tell people 
enough times that they need 
something, they’ll actually be¬ 
lieve that they really do need 
that something. 

Businesses train and con¬ 
dition their customers every 
day. Why else would anyone 
really and truly believe that 
milk “does a body good,” or 
that a glass of orange juice or 
coffee is the way to start off a 
day? Because they’ve been told 
enough times, so it must be 
true. 

That’s marketing. That’s 
sales. Since the beginning of 
the automobile, we’ve been 
made to believe that luxury 
means size, power, big en¬ 
gines and — here’s the punch 
line — a correspondingly high 
price. Luxury cars, at least the 
way we traditionally perceive 
them, are cash cows for auto¬ 
makers; a way to maximize 
profit on eveiy single unit sold. 

How times change. Quickly. 

The snag with bigger cars 
with bigger engines and more 
to lug around is that they also 
burn more fuel. That really 
wasn’t a problem when gas 
was 60 cents a litre, or even 
90 cents. Now that it’s $1.30 or 
more in many areas, though, 
$100 for a fill-up is quite con¬ 
spicuous. 

Compounding that is 
global warming, or the aware¬ 
ness of it anyway. People are 
actually thinking more about 
what their habits are doing to 
the environment. 

Those factors affect luxury 
sales, but the real kick in the 
pants comes from the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment’s rising fuel-economy 
standards that are slowly kill¬ 
ing the big engines for which 
luxuiy automakers have been 
able to charge a premium. 

This is one of the key rea¬ 
sons that the same automakers 
now have smaller models: To 
average out the fuel consump¬ 
tion of the bigger models to 
meet government regulations. 

But in all that, something 
veiy cool has taken place. The 
amount of money you have 
doesn’t necessarily dictate the 
badge that will end up on your 
hood anymore. For example, 
you can find a handsome

Mercedes-Benz model for 35 
grand. So, rather than neces¬ 
sarily losing out on profit by 
generally downsizing their big 
cars, the crafty luxuiy-car com¬ 
panies are branching out into 
non-traditional territoiy. 

This means a shift in the 
marketing. Small engines 
and small cars also mean lux¬ 
uiy. The trouble with that, of 
course, is that we’ve been told 
that the opposite is true for so 
long that it’s hard to believe 
anything different, let alone 
anything entirely opposite. As 
such, there are some interest¬ 
ing offerings if you happen to 
be open to the idea of small- 
scale, small-powered rides that 
lean toward the cushy side of 
things. 

The Buiclc Encore is es¬ 
pecially interesting because 
it is so far out of this GM 
brand’s comfort zone. How 
so? Aside from being a small 
tall wagon, it also appeals to a 
much younger demographic. 
A 30-year-old driving a brand- 
new Buiclc? On purpose? 

We said the Encore is espe¬ 
cially interesting. 

It’s based on the same 
platform used by the Verano 
sedan as well as a the Chevro¬ 
let Cruze and Sonic small cars. 
However, it’s about 18 centi¬ 
metres longer and 10 centi¬ 
metres taller than the Sonic 
hatchback, thereby giving it 
far more cargo room with the 
rear seat in place or folded flat. 
Not as much room as a Hyun¬ 
dai Tucson or even a Toyota 
Matrix, but the front passen¬ 
ger seat does fold flat so that 
longer items such as ladders 
and building materials can fit 
inside. 

The cabin is also on the re¬ 
ceiving end of one of Buiclc’s 
more fashionable interiors, 
and it should be one of the 
quietest as well with the 
addition of active noise can¬ 
cellation, a system that uses 
ceiling-mounted microphones

to detect offending droning 
sounds. A special computer 
then creates counteracting 
sound waves through the au¬ 
dio-system speakers. It’s a sys¬ 
tem that’s commonly found 
on more expensive vehicles. 
There’s also a quieter-running 
alternator, sound-absorbing 
headliner and windshield and 
thicker side glass. 

Getting the Encore up 
to speed is a 1.4-litre turbo¬ 
charged four-cylinder engine 
that generates 140 horse¬ 
power and 148 pound-feet of 
torque. Both the Chevrolet 
Sonic and Cruze use the 1.4, 
which runs on regular gas and 
not premium. 

A six-speed automatic is 
the Encore’s only available 
transmission. For this applica¬ 
tion, a steeper first gear helps 
improve off-the-line perform¬ 
ance while a taller sixth gear 
causes the engine to loaf 
along at lower engine revs 
at highway speeds for more 
fuel-efficient operation. A 
1,400-kilometre trip through 
the Rockies between Kelowna, 


B.C. and Calgaiy, Alta., re¬ 
quired a lot of throttle appli¬ 
cation as you might imagine 
with steep grades lasting for 
kilometres, but the average 
consumption was decent 
enough at about 8.5 1/100 km. 
Flat-land cruising is a simple 
matter of setting the speed 
control and enjoying the au¬ 
dio system and the scenery. 

The Encore comes in Con¬ 
venience, Leather and Pre¬ 
mium trims. Standard, for 
a list price of about $29,500 
including destination char¬ 
ges, is the usual air, cruise, tilt 
and power accessories plus 10 
airbags and 18-inch wheels, 
which is considered massive 
for this size of vehicle. All¬ 
wheel-drive adds $2,000 to 
each trim level. 

Well equipped with leather 
seating and all-wheel drive, 
you’re staring at 35 grand in 
the face, which has to be seen 
as a decent buy for something 
this functional and neat and 
tidy. It’s a Buick that just about 
anyone of any age would want 
to own. Memoiy wipe? Yup.

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Get jack on the case, spare some 
strength for the lift and don’t go nuts 


DIY flat-tire change. The 

five easy steps to getting 
out of a mess if you find 
yourself stranded, or not, 
with some busted rubber 


There is nothing drivers 
dread more than the sound 
of rubber flapping on as¬ 
phalt. Typically, the first 
reaction to a flat tire is 
disbelief, followed by an¬ 
noyance and then a quick 
phone call to a towing com¬ 
pany. 

But what happens when 
there is no phone signal 
and no tow truck in sight? 
Emily Chung, a licensed 
mechanic, and the brand 
ambassador for Hanlcoolc 
Tire Canada, gives us five 
easy steps to changing a flat 
for a spare: 

1) Look ahead 

Most car manufacturers 
include with the vehicle all 
the essential tools needed 
to change a tire. Inspect 
that the equipment is not 
only where it should be, 
but also that it’s in good 
working order — before 
you need it. Not sure what 
you need? Here’s a quick 
check list: a spare tire, a 
diamond jack, a tire iron, a 


pair of gloves and a flash¬ 
light. 

2) Get loose 

You need to do a little prep 
before you get to work. 
Start by loosening the lug 
nuts. These small pieces 
of metal keep tires at¬ 
tached to the car so they’re 
typically screwed on very 
tightly. You’re going to 
need a tire iron and a little 
elbow grease to get this 
done. 

3) Lift it up 

Here’s where the heavy 
lifting takes place, but 
luckily not by you. Place 
the diamond jack under 
the frame of the vehicle. 
Many new vehicles have a 
designated slot for this, so 
take some time to ensure 
the jack is secured. Begin 
by twisting the lever and 
continue until the vehicle 
is high enough that the tire 
can be easily removed. You 
don’t need to get under the 
vehicle at any point in this 
process. 

4) Make the switch 

Remove the loosened lug 
nuts and slide the flat off. 
Lift the spare onto the 
vehicle and align the holes 
of the rims with the bolts 
of the car. Position the tire 
into place and begin to 



screw on the lug nuts with 
your hands as far as you 
can. Next, lower the vehicle 
to the ground and remove 
the jack. Once the vehicle 
has been lowered, use the 


tire iron to tighten the 
bolts in a diagonal pattern 
as tightly as possible with¬ 
out stripping the thread. 

5) Change it up 


“Spare tires are not meant 
to be a permanent re¬ 
placement,” says Chung. 
“They’re typically smaller 
and less equipped to deal 
with the demands of the 


road. So you only want to 
use the spare to get you 
to your mechanic or auto 
shop in order to get your 
all-season tires back on.”
